He waa then sent to the 
rhililpplnes where he remained two 
ye!<rB. I'pon his return he spent some 
time at Fort Mead and Fort miss. He 
V as again sent to the PhlllppineB and 
remained there two yeara on hla sec- 
ond vlalt. 

Upon hla return he waa sent to the 
border with General Perahing and had 
hla headquartera at Ft. Bllaa. 

He was later aent from there to 
Washington, where he located 20 
months being sent there to do special 
work In the Ordnance Department. It 
was throuLih his untiring work there 
I hat he was promoted from n major. 
He left last April for overseas and had 
taken part in many encounters with 
the enemy.
